1. I have looked over the 22 March letter Secretary Block sent to the 
Director on barter trade. From my perspective, this is an issue that is going 
to take on growing importance in the next several years. Since the group is 
explicitly designed "to review barter proposals or policies," full-fledged 
Agency participation, however, is not appropriate. Rather, I think it is best 
for us to offer participation through observer status. Frcm the group's 
standpoint this will allow an appropriate intelligence input. Frcm our 
perspective we will be able to keep abreast of policy concerns in the area. 

2. As requested in the EA/EDI’s note of 27 March 1984 (and in the final 
paragraph of the Block letter), I have attached a draft note for the EDCI to 
send to Mr. Klurpp of Agriculture and a transmittal memo for you to the DDCI 
explaining the background and purpose of the note. If you and the EDCI

Oear Mr. Casey: 

On January 17, 1984, Mr. Robert McFarlane (for the President) issued a 
memorandum entitled Interagency Consideration of Barter. The memorandum 
advised that the President has decided that the Emergency Mobilization 
Preparedness Board (EMPB) will be the senior boc(y to review barter proposals 
or policies, and that all economic and trade policy related agencies should 
participate in the Board's consideration of barter proposals. 

The mechanism employed by the EMPB for Interagency coordination and 
development of objectives will be an interagency working group on barter 
chaired by the Department of Agriculture. I have designated

Please have your Department 
Security Officer certify in writing the level of security clearance of each 
representative to the Department of Agriculture Security Officer, Room 14-W, 
Administration Building, 14th Street and Independence Avenue, SW, 

Washington, D.C. 20250. 

The first working group meeting will be held on Friday, April 13, at 
10:30 a.m. in Room 212-E of the Department's Administration Building. 
Accordingly, we are requesting that you advise of your interest in 
membership on the working group and the name of your representatives by 
April 4, 1984. If you do not plan to participate In this working group, 
that should also be indicated.
